Mormons and Their Attorneys Plead that 
Polygamy Will Be Abolished if They 
Be Let Into the Union—Delegate Du- 
bois of Idaho Makes a Strong Speech in 
Opposition to the Proposition—Other 
News from Washington. 

WasHinoron, D. C., Feb. 18.—The Senate 
Committee on Territories gave a hearing to- 
day upon the admission of Utah as a State. 
Franklin S. Richards of Salt Lake City made 
a long speech in behalf of the measure. He 
said Utah had reached a point beyond which 
| progress under a Territorial Government was 

impossible. Jt had been objected that the 

Mormons were polygamists. Asa matter of 

fact not more than 2 per cent of them ever 

were polygamists, and less than IV per cent 
were polygamists now. Time was rapidly 
solving the problem. The members of the 
constitutional convention took oaths against 
polygamy, and adopted a constitution which 
made polygamy or bigamy a crime. The peo 
ple of Utah recognized that the country re- 
quired the abolition of polygamy, and 
they wished to meet the requirement. 

They, however, proposed to accomplish 

it by more humane methods than 

those provided by tne present laws. 

It was not true that plural celestial marriage 

was enjoined upon the Mormons; the fact 

being that it was merely permitted. There

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LAKE LAKE VIEW WILL BE ANNEXED. 


It Now Wants to Be Taken into Chicago— 
The Reasons. | 

The workers for annexation have gained 
many converts since the crookedness was 
charged against the Lake View contract sys- 
tem. No new clubs were organized last week, 
but a great deal of work was done by private 
individuals who are property-owners in Lake 
View. The down-town real-estate men who 
own such a large portion of the Lake View 
real estate, and who are building up the city 
so rapidly, will come into the eahvass in ear- 
nest preceding the next election. They will 
aid the workers for annexation. Many of 
them in the previous contest used their influ- 
ence against annexing Lake View to the city, 
believing that the taxes would hinder the 
sale o the property.

“Is it true that no consideration at all is 
shown to these employés of the refining com- 
panies who meet with accidents in their em-

„I have known a great many accidents to 
occur. I never have yet known of an in- 
stance in which the company has done any- 
thing for the workman except when it was 
obliged to doit. I have known many in- 
stances in which the company has calmly 
dispensed with the services of the man who 
was injured and never inquired as to his 
recovery or tate. I have known many 
instances in which the man has 
returned, seeking work and expecting it, 
after he has recovered, and has been coolly . 
told that his services were no longer re- 
quired. In other words, the fact that he 
had been disabled in the company’s service 
counted for absolutely nothing. Not even 
was a thought wasted, it would seem, as to 
whether his family was to be thrown into the 
streets by reason of his disability. His late 
employers did not concern themselves about 
him at all. What did it matter to them! 
His place was filled, and that was all there 
was of it.“ 

“Is there great danger in these sugar- 
houses!“ 

“Danger? Well, we used to have one ac- 
cident about every week. Men were often 
killed in the machinery and otherwise. In 
summer the men are frequently overcome by 
the heat—more so than in winter. The rea- 
son is that in winter they can get a whiff of 
fresh air now and then when they feel a 
faintness; a mere breath from an open win- 
dow may often quickly revive them. Insum- 
mer there is no such means of producing a 
reaction, the outer air being sometimes 
almost as oppressive as that within. Some 
of the rooms in which they tol are perfect 
ovens, as you know. Who could be expected 
to literally live in them day after day or 
night after night,as the case may oe, his 
vigor and substance rapidly wasting away in 

e . that rolls from his body. 
without falling a victim, sooner or later, to 
this terrible ordeal?
